Sew School Clothes 

It's not too later to start sewing 
those back-to-school clothes for 
your youngsters. You could save u 
good bit on your clothing budget 
by doing so. Here are some ups for 
sewing school clothes. 

Pick casy-to-work-with fabrics, 
and patterns that are casy to alter 
and follow, The pattern style should 
have as few seams and details as 
possible, Raglan sleeves are quicker 
than set-in-sleeves. Clothes with- 
out waistlines may fit longer and 
will save you sewing time. 

Your pattern envelope will list 
what fabrics can be used with the 
pattern, Follow the guidelines. 

When choosing fabric, check the 
end of the bolt to be sure it’s ma 
chine washable and dryable, and that 
it doesn't need ironing. Usually, 
cotton/polyester blends are a good 
buy since they're comfortable and 
casily cared for. 

Cotton is usually most comfort 
able for children, Early fall wall 
still be hot, so pick lightweight 
fabrics that can be layered during 
cooler months, 

Don't hand stitch anything you 


can do my machine anc don't baste 
when you can pin. Leave off details 
that don't really add to the look of 
the garment. 

Teen Nutrition 

With school to start back,

Teen diets are likely to be inade- 
quate in several nutrients--calcium, 
iron, zinc, vitamins B-6 and B-12,

Dale Richey, director of F wmers 
Home Administration (Fmt 4) in 
Alabama, announced a specia. sale 
on houses owned by FmHA as a ‘¢- 
sult of foreclosures and voluntary 
conveyances, 

Richey said “that during the 
month of September FmHA will be 
offering special incentives in an at- 
tempt to reduce the number of 
houses in FmHA inventory through 
a program referred to as Single 
Family Housing Inventory Property 
Sales Initiatives Kickoff Month 
(SIKM). 

Special incentives will include 
price reductions on some houses, 
bonuses for participating brokers 
and cash awards to FmHA employ- 
ecs whose office has the most 
sales. 

FmHA can provide financing for 
qualified low income buyers with 
terms of up to 38 years, interest 
rates as low as 1% and no moncy 
down. Qualified buyers witha high- 
er income who will personally oc- 
cuppy the dwelling can obtain fi- 


mm 


nancing with terms of up to 30 
ycars; however, they must make a 
down payment and their interest rate 
is higher than low income purchas- - 
ers. FmHA also has financing 
available for persons interested in 
purchasing FmHA owned dwellings 
as an invesument. 

Richey stated he feels this will 
be an excellent opportunity for per- 
sons who might not otherwise be 
able to afford a home. He said the 
dwellings offered for sale as suitable 
properties will be repaired to 
FmHA's standards or like new/ 
smell new. 

The selling price for most of 
these propertics ranges from 
$25,000 to $35,000; however, 
some are actually priced below 
$20,000. 

In Alabama FmHA currently 
owns in excess of 600 dwellings.

Arnold sentence is upheld 


The Alabama Court of Criminal 
Appeals has upheld the sentencing 
of a 51-year-old Jack resident found 
guilty of sodomy and production of 
obscene materials. 

The appeals court on August 23 
announced tat it had affirmed the 
nine-year prison sentence of Melvin 

_Arnold, as handed down by Circuit 
Judge Riley Green, Jr. 

Arnold pleaded guilty to both 
charges on Oct.7, 1987, only min- 
utes before the scheduled start of the 
trial. 

The case had been pending since 


Feb.19, 1986, when Arnold's wife 
notified the Coffee County Sheriff's 
Department that she had found an 
obscene video tape in their home, 
allegedly produced by Amold, 

Upon viewing the tape, it was 
discovered that Armold, along with 
two female juveniles, had engaged 
in sexual activity and Arnold was 
taken into custody by law enforce- 
ment officials, 

Arnold later stated he had inten- 
tionally left the video where he 
knew his wife would find it because 
he had been trying "to get rid of her 


Alabama Electric Coop receives 


$44.8 million improvement loans 


Two major R.E.A, improvement 
loans, totaling $44,811,000 have 
been approved for the Alabama 
Electric Cooperative, headquartered 
in Andalusia. 

U.S. Representative Bill Dickin- 
son announced late last week that 
the loans, which come from the 
Rural Electrification Administration 
of the USDA, consist of 
$9,528,000 at 5 percent interest for 
35 years and a $35,283,000 loan 
guarantee commitment at 9.5 per- 
cent interest. 


Dickinson stated the substantial — 


loans would enable the Alabama 
Electric Cooperative to finance im- 
portant system improvements 
throughout south Alabama. 
"Among the many projects to be 
funded through these Ioans will be 


the transmission lines for new 
switching stations, supporting 
communication lines, miscellane- 
ous replacement of old transmission 
lines, upgrading of existing lines 
and miscellaneous generation sys- 
tem improvements,” said Dickin- 
son. 

The Alabama Electric Coopera- 
tive is an electrical generation and 
transmission corporation serving 22 
member systems throughout rural 
areas of central and south Alabama, 
as. well as northwest Florida. 

"The repairs and improvements 
to be financed by these loans will 
insure the reliability of electrical 
service for the hundreds of thou- 
sands of customers in portions of 
35 Alabama counties," added Dick-

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Unemployment rate unchanged 


The Alabama Department of In- 
dustrial Relations has released its 
monthly labor market news for the 
month of July and the report re- 
vealed that the unemployment rate 
in Coffee County in July remained 
unchanged at 6.4 percent. 

According to the detailed report, 


Coffee County had a civilian work- 
force of 17,900 in July and from

Gov. Hunt forms task force to 
study elderly abuse in Alabama 


Calling the abuse, neglect and 
exploitation of older Alabamians a 
problem most people would rather 
not think about, Gov. Guy Hunt 
has announced the formation of a 
special task force to address the 
problem. 

"Each year, more and more older 
Alabamians are the victims of 
physical abuse, neglect and finan- 
cial exploitation,” said Gov. Hunt, 
"and in many cases these helpless 
old people are the victims of their 
own family members. A special 
task force on elder abuse, chaired by 
Dr. Oscar Tucker of the Alabama 
Commission on Aging and also 
consisting of Andrew Hornsby of 
the Department of Human Resourc- 
es and Mike Horsley of the Alaba- 
ma Medicaid Agency.” 

The Alabama Department of Hu- 
man Resources received more than 
5,200 reports of suspected adult 
abuse last year, a whopping 24 per- 
cent increase over the previous year. 
In 1976, the first year Human Re- 
sources began keeping records on 
adult abuse, the agency received 
only about 500 reports. 

Adult abuse can take several 
forms, including physical abuse, 
neglect and financial exploitation. 
The theft of Social Security or pra- 


sion checks, often by family mem- 
bers, is one of the most common 
types of elder abuse. 

"For a number of reasons, the 
elderly rarely call the authorities,” 
stated Gov. Hunt. "Some are pro- 
tecling their grown children, who 
tragically, are the most common 
abusers of elderly or handicapped 
adults.” 

Elderly adults are also poorly in- 
formed about services available to 
help abuse victims and their fami- 
lies. For instance, many elderly 
adults think they might be taken 
from their homes against their will 
and placed in a nursing home. 

The Department of Human Re- 
sources and other state agencies of- 
fer a variety of services to help 
abuse victims. These services range 
from emergency shelter care to re- 
move adults from dangerous situa- 
tions to services aimed at providing 
support and assistance to caretakers 
of the elderly. 

To help provide information 
about services and to make report- 
ing abuse easier, the Governor's 
Task Force on Elder Abuse has in- 
stalled a toll-free hotline. The hot-

The Alabama legislature is looking for some new things to tax, They are 
dedicated to coming up with something like a 100 million dollars in new 
revenue to pay for the things they want to buy from the general fund.

People in the Wiregrass area 
who receive Supplemental Security 
Income (SSI) payments have an im- 
portant responsibility to report any 
event that could affect their right to 
payments or the payment amount, 
Jerry C. Kizzort, Social Security 
Manager in Dothan, said recently, 

Emphasizing that SSI is a 
"needs program", Ms. Kizzort said, 
"SSI makes monthly payments to 
people who are 65 or older or blind 
or disabled who have little in- 
come and who do not own 
much in the way of real or 
personal property." 

Ms. Kizzort also emphasized 
that people who fail to report a 
change run the risk of getting too 
much money and having to pay it 
back. And, a person who fails to re- 
port a change or makes a false state- 
ment may have to pay a penalty of 
up to $100, 

Everyone getting SSI should re- 
port: 

Opening his or her bank ac- 
count, his or her name being added 
to another person's account, or set- 
ting aside money for burial; 

If the value of his or her resourc- 
es goes over $1900 ($2850 if mar- 
ried); 

If he or she goes to work; 

Any other income or the amount 
of other income changes; 

If he or she gets help with living 


expenses; 

If he or she enters an institution; 

Change of address; 

If someone moves into or out of 
his or her home, someone in the 
household dies, or a baby is born; 

Changes in a spouse's, child's, 
or parent's income: 

The buying or selling of real 


estate or personal property; 

If he or she, or someone living 
with the person, gets married, wid- 
owed, divorced, or separated; 

Improvement of blindness or 
other disabling condition,

After my con- 
sultation with Dr. Carey, he con- 
cluded that I was definitely a good 
candidate for this surgical procedure. 
Because of the complete history 
that Dr. Cochran had provided and 
the physical evaluation performed 
by Dr. Carey, surgery was per- 
formed on July 22, 1988. 

In Dr. Carey's opinion, the sur- 
gery was a suggess. Dr. Carey al- 
lowed me to come home within a 
week after surgery by placing me 
under the postoperative care of Dr. 
Cochran. 

I will always be greatly indebted 
to Dr, Henry S. Cochran for his de- 
dication and concern that he has 
shown me.

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A Dry August Was Best Time To Play

Time for play was scarce when I 
was growing up. A hot, dry August 
provided the most leisure time we 
ever knew. So every July I was 
caught in a quandary; if I prayed for 
rain the well wouldn't dry up and I 
wouldn't have to tote water from 
the spring. 

But on the other hand, a lack of 
rain meant sure death for Mama's 
huge garden. And without the sec- 
‘ond and third "makings" of vegeta- 
bles there would be no more hocing 
nor food preparations for canning. 
There was sure to be lots of time 
for play. 

When the rains failed to come | 
never admitted that I'd prayed it so. 
As soon as the work tapered off, 
and before the heat had completely 
killed all vegetation, we kids began 
taking advantage of the lull. 

We spent lots of time underneath 
the "butterbean tent" (the thick, 
dark jungle formed by the vines 
growing up and down the strings 
which were attached to the horizon- 
tal strand of barbed wire stretched 
tightly above two butterbean rows). 

Under there we told stories about 
"haints" and the"Booger Man" and 
talked about the things we were 
"gonna buy when we got rich.” And 
we kept a lookout for "walking 
sticks," the twig-like insects which 
could make us go blind if they spit 
in our eyes. 

Sometimes we'd sneak into the 
kitchen, mix cocoa and sugar in a 
little jar and run with it back to the 
secrecy of the tent. There we'd fill 
our lower lip with the delicious 

concoction, "dip" it, and wonder if 
«Granny's sweet snuff tasted as good 
‘as Ours. 
« As the drought marched on we'd 
‘hurry to make whistles from the tu- 
«bular squash stems before all the 
*vines died. There was a trick to 
: knowing just where and how long 
*to make the slit for the escaping of 
* the air. And it was sure best to re- 
«member the scraping off of tiny 
‘ sharp prickles from the mouthpiece 
« of the living clarinet. 
’ When most garden foliage was 
; wilted from the heat we older kids 
took the overgrown cucumbers (the 
‘ones who'd earlier camouflaged 
» themselves and hid in the grasses, 
* and gotten us into trouble for not 
_"doing a good job gathering") -- 
» well, we'd take them and, using 
* sticks for legs, eyes, and ears, we'd 
» make animals for the babes, 


We'd make pigs and horses, but 
mostly we'd make cows. (I always 
thought it a much more noble end 
to become a fat yellow cow, for a 
child to chuckle over than to just be 
sliced into thin pieces and soaked in 
vinegar.) ; 

Sometimes when the whole 
world looked dead we'd amble down 
to the spring and find giant cotton- 
wood leaves still fresh and green. 
With short pieces of twigs we'd 
"sew" the leaves into blouses, 
skirts, and even long party gowns. 

Of course we had to pay for our 
frivolous new wardrobe -- the fuzzy 
leaves made us itch like crazy unul 
we bathed ourselves in the icy wa- 
ters of the spring. 

All of this late-summer leisure 
was often tempered by pain. It was 
not rare for one of us to be limp- 
ing, occasionally soaking the we 
around our foot with kerosene. We 
were trusting this treatment to heal 
the wound before we got lockjaw 
from the rusty nail. 

And when the hole did heal, we 
would run with toughened bare feet 
through the scorching, powder-dry 
sand in our yard. We would kick up 
dust just to see how high it would 
fly or to see how quickly our foot- 
prints were erased behind us, 

And when perchance a shower 
did come, we'd sit, hours on end, 
packing the dampened sand around 
our bare feet, then ever so cautious- 
ly we'd remove our feet so as to 
leave intact the newly built "frog 
houses" for all vagrant frogs and 
toads, 

As dusty dark came on we'd 
stand, unhurried, watching the 
EVening Star come out and say: 

"Star Light, Star Bright, first 
star I see tonight, 

"I wish I may, I wish I might, 
have this wish I wish tonight.” 

Then we'd make the silent wish- 
es and dream the silent dreams that 
fueled our days, the ones that drew 
us close and the ones that set us 
apart. 

Since the parched earth brought 
the laziest days of the entire year we 
were permitted to play late on hot 
summer nights. Sometimes we'd lie 
long on old quilts in the edge of the 
yard -- out in the country so far 
we'd never heard there was such a 
thing as bright city lights that 
could dim God's sky. 

And we'd lok at the Milky Way, 
and watch the Shooting Stars, and 
talk about the Man in the Moon. 
Then as the dry August air 


cooled somewhat in the deepening 
hours, we'd run around the darkened 
yard catching lightning bugs, At 
first we'd hold them in our hands, 
giving them just enough space to 
breathe and show their little lights. 

Then we'd put them into a fruit 
jar with holes in the lid, add blades 
of grass and drops of water, and take 
them inside. 

Over and over they'd flash their 
private lanterns, urging us to be 


brave, to forget our sweltering on 
the lumpy mattresses beneath the- 
hot tin roof, to dream happily of 
those fun-filled lazy August days. 

Those tiny signalers were truly 
effective at their job, as effective as 
their predecessor, the faithful soul 
who flashed the two lanterns that 
night from the Old North Church 
urging Paul Revere to be brave and 
begin his famous ride.

What is the role of the wife 
in the Christian home? 


j The value of the wife in the Christian home cannot be minimized. Solo 


mon said, "Whoso findeth a wife findeth a good thing, and obtaineth favor 


of the Lord" (Prov. 18:22). The role of the wife is a complex and many sid- 
ed one, but several specifics can be gleaned from 1 Peter 3:1-6. Having dis 
cussed Christ's sacrifice in chapter 2, Peter advises Christian wives, even 
when they have unbelieving husbands. 

Peter calls for wives to be in subjection, so that they may accomplish 
their primary goal in the home, winning their husbands and families to the 
Lord. "Be in subjection to your own husbands; that if any obey not the 


word, they also may without the word be won by the conversation (manner 
of life) of the wives" (1 Pet. 3:1). The loving Christian wife wins her unbe- 


lieving husband to Christ, not by arguing with him, but by modeling a life 
of "fear" (revetence) (vs. 2) for God before him. Every Christian wife needs 
to ask herself if she is doing all she can to win her husband to the Lord by 
demonstrating the truth of her faith before him. 
Peter reminds wives "Whose adorning, let it not be that outward adorning 
.. . but let it be the hidden man of the heart, in that which is not corrupti- 
ble, even the omament of a meek and quict spirit, which is in the sight of 
God of great price" (1 Pet. 3:3-4). Peter mentions some examples of outer 
adornment, "plaiting the hair, and of wearing of gold, or of putting on of ap- 
parel” (vs, 3), to condemn overdoing these things. But he knew that proper 
balance would mean that attention would be paid by the wife to her appear 
ance, toplease her husband, Outward adornment is not excluded (or “putting 
on of apparel” would also be excluded). The wise Christian wife will be 
properly outwardly adorned, but also pay just as much attention to her inner 
adomment. 
Peter speaks of the “hidden man of the heart." The wise wife insures that 
she is as beautiful on the inside, as she is one the outside, 
by growing a meek and quiet spirit before the Lord. She devotes time and 
energy to prayer, Bible study, and communion with God so that she can 
reach and teach her husband. "Favor is deceitful, and beauty is vain; but a 
woman that feareth the Lord shall be praised" (Prov. 31:30). 
Peter concludes by pointing to "holy women" of old time, who trusted 
God, adorned themselves for their husbands, and were in subjection to their 
husbands, “even as Sarah obeyed Abraham, calling him lord" (vs. 5-6). The 
Christian wife, as Sarah, will respond to the needs of her husband, comple 
menting him just as Eve was the “help meet” (suitable helper) for Adam. 
The Christian wife will study the needs of her husband, so that the rush of 
living in the modern world will not crowd out her devotion and love for her 
husband.

All boating accidents ‘fy 


must be reported to 


state Marine Police 


With the increase of boats on 
Alabama waterways, the probability 
of boating accidents has increased, 

Alabama Marine Police Director 
William B, Gamer reminds all boat- 
ers that if they are involved in a 
boating accident it is their responsi- 
bility to submit a report. Garner 
stated that all accidents require re- 
porting if they result in (1) loss of 
life or the disappearance of any, per- 
son, (2) injury causing any person 
to remain incapacitated for more 
than 24 hours, or (3) actual damage 
to any vessel or property in excess 
of $50. The operator of the boat 
must submit a written report of the 
accident within 10 days of the date 
of the accident on forms furnished 
by the Marine Police Division. 

Marine Police officers are as- 
signed to all major impoundments, 
lakes and rivers, as well as the gulf 
coast. All boating accidents result- 
ing in any of the three cases de- 
scribed above must be reported to 
local Marine Police officers for in- 
vestigation. Garner pointed out that 
safe boat operation can prevent acci- 
dents from occurring at all,

The Elba Tigers journeyed to 
Louisville last Friday night for an 
important Class 3A, Area 3 battle 
with the Louisville Red Devils and 
came home soggy, but happy, after 
claiming an impressive 57-0 win. 

The win upped Elba's record to 
2-0, 1-0 in Area play, while Louis- 
ville slipped to 0-2, 0-1 in the 
Area.

Foot Awareness 
Month 


(From the Podiatry Center) 

September is foot awareness 
month. At one point or another, ap- 
proximately 75 percent of all per- 
sons will have trouble with their 
feet. Of these, nearly half will seek 

fessional treatment. Even Abra- 

Lincoln said, "I cannot think 
clearly when my feet hurt.” 

Foot problems affect people of 
all ages, from the newborn with de- 
formities to the elderly patient. In 
observance of foot awareness 
month, a review of common foot 
problems is presented, 

Bunions: These involve a 
large bony knot or bump on the in- 
side of the big toe joint. Often, 
these are painful or troublesome 
when wearing closed-in shoes. Usu- 
ally, as the bunion bump increases 
the big toe moves closer to the sec- 
ond toe. 

Although bunions most com- 
monly become uncomfortable in 
middle age, many people wait years 
before getting help from a podia- 
trist. If treatment is delayed for too 
long, severe ion damage or arthri- 
tis may develop. 

In general, when bunions first 
become uncomfortable, professional 


help should be sought. The excep- 
tion is the adolescent or younger 
person; treatment should begin 
when the deformity becomes visi- 
ble. Changes in shoes, custom- 
made arch supports, and surgery are 
all options to control the pain from 
bunions. 

Calluses: These are hard spots 
of thick skin which develop on the 
bottom of the foot. Both muscle 


_ imbalances which cause the foot to 


t 


work in a less-than-ideal fashion, 
and shifted or dropped bones in the 
front of the foot can cause calluses. 

Many people believe that all 
hard spots on the sole of the foot 
are "plantars warts" and attempt to 
treat calluses incorrectly with over- 
the-counter medicines. 

- Only a qualified specialist can de- 
termine the cause and appropriately 
treat calluses Careful trimming of 
the hard skin (by a podiatrist) and 
insoles are available to the person 
with calluses. In come cases, sur- 
gery may be necessary. 


Corns are small spots of thick skin 
on the toes. When the corn is on 
the top or end of the toe, it is hard. 
Soft corns develop between the 
toes. 

Corns develop as toes get areas 
of irritation and the hard skin builds 
up to protect the toes. Bone spurs, 
or bending of the toes, or a combi- 
nation of both can cause corns. 

Many treatment options exist for 
corns; however, a foot doctor 
should first diagnose the cause. 

eople should not use a razor or 
Sharp instrument on themselves to 
trim corns. 

Toenail Problems: Often as 
people get older, their toenails be- 
come thick, change colors, and be- 
come dificult to cut. These changes 
are due to a fungus infection in the 
toenail. 

Just as the fungus can get into 
the skin and cause “athlete's foot" 
or ringworm it can also damage the 
nails. Proper treatment by a podia- 
trist consists of cutting the nails 
correctly and using a special electric 
emory board to thin down the nail. 

Ingrown toenails cause pain anu 
often produce an infection. In most 
cases, the infection stays around the 
nail but can travel up the foot or 
leg. 

When an infection is present, a 

iece of the nail should be removed 
ie a foot doctor to allow for proper 
healing. In addition, antiobiotics are 
sometimes necessary to clear the in- 
fection. 


Warts: These growths are 
caused by a virus, the same type of 
"bug" which causes the common 
cold, Warts can be contagious and 
spread from one person to another 
or multiply on the same person. 

Childen and adolescents are most 
prone to getting warts on their feet. 
Many types of other skin condi- 
tions can look like warts (including 
several varieties of cancer) so it Is 
important to have a podiatrist ex- 
amine the "wart" before beginning 
treatment. Warts can be removed 
with laser, acids, and prescripuion 
creams. ; 

Heel Spurs: These are fish- 
hook-shaped spurs of bone that 
grow from the bottom of the heel 
bone seen on X-rays. Most patients 
with heel spurs experience pain in 
the bottom of the foot when they 
begin to walk after sitting down or 
sleeping for a while. Usually the 
pain eases after walking a short dis- 
tance. 

Very few people with heel spurs 
require surgery; most get relief with 
cortisone-like shots and medicines 
ito reduce the swelling around the 
Spur.

"This park is being established 
for the men and women from Cof- 
fee County who served with honor 
to protect our country,” said Brun- 
son, "It has been an ambition of 
mine for many years to construct 
such a memorial and I am very 
proud here today to reveal the plans 
for the memorial and take part in 
the beginning of its construction. 
Alabama and Coffee County sent 
thousands of brave citizens to the 
armed forces during times of need 
and many never returned, This mon- 
ument is in honor of those brave 
soldiers who gave the ultimate sac- 
rifice.” 

Pointing out that the monument 
was to honor those who served in 
all branches of the armed service, 
Brunson introduced five local ser- 
vicemen who represented five separ- 
ate branches. Those introduced, who 
also took part in the groundbreak- 
ing ceremonies, included James De- 
vane, Marines; Haywood Grimes, 
Army; Horace Wood, Air Force, 
Roscoe Dealy Coast Guard and 
James Meredith, Navy. 

The first phase of the park will 
feature a five-pointed star, which

The five-point theme will be car- 
ried out throughout the park, with 
five walking lanes leading to the 
star, five steps leading to the elevat- 
ed star, five spouts at the fountain 
and five steps up to the adjoining 
plaza. 

The first phase, expected to be 
completed for a formal dedication 
ceremony on November 10, 1988, 
will cost approximately $40,000 
and construction on the phase will 
begin within days. 

The second phase will include a 
memorial with the names of all 
Coffee County veterans who served 
during the wars and conflicts and 
there will also be a place dedicated 
to those who served their country in 
the National Guard and reserve 
units. 

"We believe that it is no less pa- 
triotic to serve in the guard or re- 
serve and many brave men and 
women were called into active duty 
and never returned,” said Brunson.

Coffee County Commission agrees 
to sell health office in Enterprise 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
Sept.12 at the courthouse in Elba 
and agreed to make preliminary 
plans on the sale of the building 
now housing the county's health de- 
partment offices in Enterprise. 

County attorney Warren Rowe 
told the commissioners that in his 
opinion they needed to advertise 
that the building was for sale and to 
place stipulations in the sale con 
tract to allow the health department 
to remain in the building until a 
new olfice complex is constructed. 

Rowe stated that the commis- 
sion could place a clause in the con- 
tract that would allow the health de 
partment to use the building “rent 
free" for a period of 18-24 months 
and also stipulate that the county be 
paid at the ume of the sale. 

Commission chairman Marion 
Brunson stated he was not against 
the sale of the building or the con- 
struction of a new building, but 
warned the commission not to “sell 
the house until you have another 
one to move in to.” 

Rowe again said it would cause 
no problem if the health department 
remained in the building after its 
sale and the commission agreed to 
advertise the building as being for 
sale, with Commissioners Robert 
Stevens and Jimmy Bryan voting 
against the plan. 

County engineer Mark Pool pre- 
sented the commission with a de- 
tailed study showing the expense 
incurred by allowing seven employ- 
ces of the county's highway depart- 
ment to take their county vehicles 
home at night. 

According to Pool's statistics, 
theseven vehicles travel a total of 
approximately 40,000 miles per 
year going to and from the employ- 
ees’ homes at an annual estimated 
expense of $1,900. 

"Being so close to Ft. Rucker 
makes it hard to keep good employ- 
ees,” stated Pool, "and I feel the ad- 
ditional cost of $1,900 to allow 
these employees to take their vehi- 
clés home is not that bad. It’s cer- 
tainly cheaper than it would take *
